That the miners' offioials think favor 
ably of the propositioa submitted b; 
Thomas F. Yooiw, is very evident, 
private message from Distriot President 
Dolan says the proposition will be con 
sidered, bat that he was in favor of 
standing oat for the 60-cent rate pend 
ing arbitration. If the executive board 
decided otherwise he said he would not 
agree to it unless his constituents were 
consulted. 

Prom one of the operators it wa« 
learned that some of the local otriciais 
of the miners arc in favor of accepting 
the jjioposition, and it is almost certain 
that a convention will be called. 
Whether the miners of the district will 
agree to the compromise is another 
(juistion. Just now they are much 
elated over the largo attendance at their 
massmeetings and the tirmncss exhibit- 
ed by the men. Many are of the opin 
ion that they can win out by holding 
on a short time longer, as the operators 
muHt have coal for the lake trade. The 
operators are anxious to start, and if 
settlement is not reached at Columbus 
it is know^n that they will resume with 
imported men. 

Secretary William Warner issued a 
letter to the miners last night assuring 
them that no settlement would be mad* 
at Columbus below the (tH-cent rat< 
without first consalting them in cou- 
TentioD. 

COLUMBUS CO NFERENCE. 

Miners' Offlolals Not Favorably OUpoMd 
to the Oporatort' Propoaltloa. 

OoLCMBUs, O., S^t. 9.— The national 
exeontive board of the United Mine 

Workers of America will meet here to- 
day to consider a proposition from the 
Pittsburg operators for the miners in 
that district to retaru to work at 64 
cents a ton. p 'uding arbitration. Pres 
ideOit Batchford has extended an invi 
tation to the operators to have repre 
sentativea present and explain their 
propoi>ition folly. 

President Batchford refused to talk 
00 the probable oatcome of the national 
board meeting until more is known of 
the proposition of the Pittsburg opera- 
tors. The miners' officials are not dis- 
posed to regard favorably any proposi- 
tion for an agreement for the re- 
mainder of the present year on]y. If 
any agreement is made they desire that 
it shall be for a fall year.

TWO WIT Ng88ES gXAMINED. 
Third. Day'* Proceeding! in the Lnetfert 
Murder Trial in Chicago. 

CmcAoo, Sept. 3.— But two witnesses 
were on the stand in the Luetgert trial 
yesterday and when the court adjourned 

the evidence of one of them was not 
completed. The first witness was Frank 
Rialk, the watchmnn of the factory, 
who was on the stand Tuesday giving 
his direct eridence, and yesterday he 
was tamed orer to the.defensa for cross- 
examination. His testimony was in 
the main unshaken, altliowh thede- 
f ense drew from him the not that it 
was by no meaoa aa wraaoal thing for 
Luetgert to be arocod tha factory at all 
hours of the night. He said in his di- 
rect examination that he thought Luet- 
gert was octinsr in h suspicious manner 
on the night of the alleged murder, and 
Testerd«r said that he was in a position 
from wnich he could have seen every- 
thing Luetgert did at the vat.^ on the 
night the murder is said to have taken 
place, but did not look at him. 

The other witness was Frank ( Jdorof- 
sky, on employe of the factory, who 
placed th'j caustic potash in the vat on 
the order of Luetgert. He had been 
working around the vats for a longtime 
but that niRLt was the first time that 
he had ever st en any caustic potasli in 
the factory. Ho testified to limliiig in 
the morning near the vat into w)ii< h he 
had put tlie potash on the night before, 
a mass of slimy brown matter in which 
he found jjieces of V)()ne, and i)it'ces of a 
substance wlii.ih he took to b<* flesh. 
Luetgert told him to take the stuff 
away and throw it around the yard, 
but instead of dciiitr tliis he dumped it 
all iu one place and afterward showed 
the polioa when he had pat it. 

STORM IN INDIANAPOLIS. 



Several BuUdlnga Blown Down, but For- 
tAaateljr IT* On* Was K^lad. 

Indianapolis, Sept. 2.— For an hour 
yesterday afternoon a storm of unnsaal 
violence raged in this city. Buildin^js 
were blown down, trees uprooted and 
vehicles were turned over iu the streets. 
Heavy wagons were blown across the 
streets and in one instance a transfer 
wagon T/as blown thrdogh a window 
into a clothing store. 

The roof of Geisendorf "s woolen mill.s 
was blow off, also a portion of that of 
the building occupied by the Kveritt 
Seed company. No less than a do/.en 
lartre plate glass wnidows ranging iu 
price from $i6 to ^'iOO each were either 
demolished by the focoe Of the wind or 
flying missiles. 

Klla McOlure, a colored woman, 
whose lujnie is in JefTersoiiville, Ind.. 
was m a bu^'gy, whicli was [licked up 
and carrii rl several feet by the wind. 
The vehicle wa."* turned over and the 
woman fell underneath, where she lay 
until rescued by a number of men. 

The wind preceded a heavy rain and 
it carried with it great olouds of dust, 
which completely shut oil the view. 
For a time it was so dark that the 
liK'hts were turned on in many of the 
business houses. According to the 
weather bureau the wind reached a 
velocity of (iS milea an hour. No fatal!* 
ties are reported. 

Burned a liabe. 

New Yokk, Sept. 2.— Johnny Lynch 
and Patrick DecantiUon, small boys of 
Brooklyn, were pla3ring in Luquer 
street, near their home, when they 
found a peculiar packaee, apparently of 
papers and rags. They Knocked it about 
and finally set it OB fire. The package 
did not burn well and the boys exam- 
ined it. The outside wrapper, which 
was paper, was burned off and the un- 
derlayer was of muslin. It proved to 
be a pillow slip. Inside the slip was 
the dead body of a female baby, a day 
old. The police were notified. 

Draned to His Death. 

Jefferson vaut, Ind., Sept. i.—O. E. 
Wright, while driving a horse and cart 
near Wilson's switch, this county, last 
evening, was fatally injurtd by a runa- 
way. In falling from the cart, a foot 
caught in one of the wheels, and be 
was dragged a half mile before the 
horse was stopped.

Both 
the upper and lower jaws were smashed 
and the flesh of the face was crushed 
and bleeding. There were two other 
erious casualties. Frank Marshall, 
freshman, had his right leg broken jast 
above the ankle.

PUBLICOEB'TJII ATCMBNT. 
CoadiUoa of iiie Tuitad States Treasury at 

the Knd <if Augunt. 

Washinoton, Sept. 3.— The monthly 
statement of the public debt, issued at 
the treasury department yesterday 
shows the debt less cash in the treasury 
to be 11,008,385,121, which is an in- 
crease for the month of f 14,SsS,47.5. 
This increase is accounted for by a cor- 
responding decrease in the amount of 
cash on hand. The debt is recapitulat- 
ed as follows : Interest bearing debt, 
1847,865,840 ; debt on which interest has 
ceased, since maturi^, $2,386,280: debt 
bearing no interest, #(78,184,007. Total, 
|1.8M,896.M7. 

This amount, however, does not j^- 
elude 1008,961,908 in certifloates and 
treasury notes outstanding, which are 
offset by an equal amoontof cash in 
the treasnxy. 

The oash in the treasury is elaasifiad 
asfoUows: Gold. $181,884,160; stlvsr, 
$019,868,480 ;Mper, $189.487.064 : bonds, 
disbarsing omcers' balances, etc.. $18,- 
116.651. Totals, $808,140,867; against

An Estra teealon of the Hawatlaa Senate 
Called, Which Will Be Aaked to Hatlf/ 
the Treaty Now RefoM Oar Own Coa- 
KrcuK-The Ja|iuneS0 JtOddlO Will AISO 
Be Considered. 

Saw Prakcisco. Sept. 2.— The steam- 
er Australia from Honolulu direct, 
brings the following Hawaiian advices : 
Fraiu is .M. Hatch, niinititer to Wash- 
ington, arrived Aug. 20, with special 
information which will require the at- 
tention of both government and senate 
and a secret notice has already been is- 
sued to the membt rs of the latter body, 
calling upon them to meet in extra ses- 
sion .Sept. I'l to consider the ijuestion. 
Meanwhile Minister Hatch is in almost 
constant commanicatioa with PrMident 
Dole and his cabinet. 

The lawmakers will be asked to ratify 
the annexation treaty recently signed in 
Washington, and as a majority of the 
members fsTor annexation, the matter 
will be rushed through. 

The reaAm for the extra session of 
the senate is a matter of conjecture and 
much cariosity is evinced. A senator is 
authority for the statement that Min- 
ister Hatch brought word from Presi- 
dent MoKinlcy that he had resolved to 
call congress two months earlier than 
usual for the purpose of disposing of 
the treaty before the regular session, 
and the theory appears to find faTOr 
with other senators. 

Another matter to be considered by 
the Hawaiian senate is that of render 
ing assistance to the executive in un- 
raveling the Japanese muddle, as it is 
said that Japan's acceptance of the 
offer of arbitration is so vague tliat the 
president and cabinet are in a <iuun- 
dary. Tliere are rumors of a t;i)lit in 
the cabinet ovt-r the (luestion and it is 
said that the intervention of the hcnate 
is re(iuired to prf-vt iit un open rupture 
Tlie Hawaiian .^tar created a sensa- 
tion by the publication of a scheme, 
ftUc^iiiig to have been tiarked by the 
sugar trust, to block annexation. 

NOT DENIE D lN~W ASHINQTON. 

President McKlnl«-y Will Ilnnlly C:tll a 
Spvclal ScMiun of Congress. 

Washinoton. Sept. 2.— There is no 
disposition among otlicials here to ques- 
tion the correctness of the statement in 

the dispatclies from Haw.iii to the effect 
that Minister Hatcli hurried to Hono- 
lulu with the spe; lal purpose of secur- 
ing annexation action by the Hawaiian 
government in advance of the meeting 
of our congress. There is no rule in 
diplomatic practice that would forbid 
Hawaii first acting upon the treaty, and 
the treaty itself does not indicate which 
government is to take the initiatiTein 

the ratification. 

While it is regarded as desirable in 
the execution of ilie jxilicy of President 
McKinley towards Hawaii as laid down 
in his message traii.^mit'ing the treaty 
to ccingress last .June, that the docu- 
ment sliall be reaiiy in all respects for 
the action of the United .~^tates henate 
at its next session, it is not believed that 
the pre.--ideiit lias any intention of call- 
ing a spi-cial sc-si'iii for tlie pur])OM' of 
ratificati"!) Indeed, considering' tlie t.ii f 
that if Hawaii p legislature acts witii the 
greatest promptness upon the treaty it 
can scarcely i (im[il! le this .action and re- 
turn the ratilicil ctmvention to Wash- 
ington bt-forc I ict' tuT at the earl;- sr.

llain is Needed (ienprully Thiooghoat tlie 
State-Weekly Review of the dfv- 
enaent Weather Bareaa. 

[For Week Ending August 30. | 
Rain is needed everywhere. Only 
scattered abowers, which, n a rule, were 
very light, occurred during the past 
seven daya. Aa a result the reports from 
nine-tentha of our correspondents are 
discouraging in tone. Reference to the 
beneficial effects of the rains which fell 
on tbe 22nd is frequently found among 
tliis week's reports. It also develops 
that couijiderable damage to corn and to- 
bacco, especially the latter, was caused 
by bail which attended severe thunder- 
storms on this (!ate in several localities. 
Light showers fell in a number of north- 
ern and central counties on tbe 25tb and 
2i)tb, but over the greater portion of the 
■State dry weather prevailed thronghont 
tbe weeic. 

In the Western section drouth is again 

as serious as it was prior to the showers 
on tbe 22nd. Instead of being confined 
to the counties comprieing the Oreen 
river basin, it has spread to such propor- 
tions that the entire Western section, 
which includes all tbe counties weat of 
Hardin, Hart and Barren, ia now ser 
iously affected. 

Showers of a general ch:;racter would 
do much good in tbe Central section, 
where some counties have been slighted 
for some time past in tbe local distribu- 
tion of rainfall. As a rule cropa are not 
auflfering for rain in the Eastern section, 
though showers might improve tobacco 
in some localities and late corn generally. 

Tbe temperatare waa slightly below 
normal during the first half of the week. 
The nighU were especially cool. This 
delayed tbe ripening of corn and garden 
truck. During tbe latter part of tbe week 
tbe temperature rose rapidly, the average 
maximum for Sunday over the entire 
Steto being 90°. It equaled or exceeded 
100" at a number of stations in the West- 
ern section both Saturday and Sunday. 
.'^B tbe soil has long been dry this exces- 
sive heat baked ij so hard that plowing 
for winter wheat liad to l)e suspi'nded 
wherever it had been commenced. But 
very little fallowing baa been done, con- 
sidering the advanced stajie of the season 
The tobacco prospect ia very discourag- 
ing. An early frost would cause damage 
untold. 

Western Section.— Farmers in this sec- 
tion have alHMit idven up all hope of 
realizing profit on any of their products 
except wheat, which has long since 
leen laid away or sold. Practically 
no raiu baa fallen since the 2i'nd. 
Then the rainfall fortheecotion average<l 
only .40 of an inch. In some few locali 
ties the deficiency is not so great, yet out 
of aixty or more reporte no one can be 
found which does not admit that imme- 
diate rains are essential to the advance- 
ment of crops. In tbe district surround 
ing Ohio and Grayson counties, where 
drouth has prevailed for three months, 
correspondente say tobacco is a complete 
failure. There will be no first-class 
tobacco, and what they may be able to 
save, w hich will hardly exceed one-third 
tbe average crop, will be very inferior in 
quality. COrreapondenta aeem to agree 
upon only ono-half the usual yield of the 
dark tobacco. Most of it is firing badly. 
Though ontting is in progress in some 
localities, yet much of the late planted is 
in danger of death by frost. All the 
tobacco in a certain tract one by eight 
miles square in Christian County was so 
badly damaged by bail on the 22nd that 
some growers have plowed their fields. 
Com is also in generally poor condition. 
It is burning rapidly, and in tome places 
is ready for the knife. Rain can not now 
improve it much. Half of a good year's 
crop is all that can be saved. Thegroimd 
is baked so hard that no fallowing has 
been done. Apples are ripening prema- 
turely and falling fast. Water la ao aearce 
that stock hava,te be driven lama die- 
tance te creelM or rivers. 

Central Section.— In this section there 
ia leaa general complaint of dry weather. 
Yet tbe improvement in corn and tobacco 
is very alight. Large quantities of to- 
bacco in Kenton, Campbell, Pendleton, 
Bracken, Mason, Fleming, Menifee and 
Rowan oonntiea were damaged by bail 
on the 2tod.

and covered the ground with a sheet of 
ice." The general complaint in tbe bur> 
ley tobacco district i^< the uneven growth 
of tbe crop. It is spotted and not spread- 
ing as it should. The knife is being 
apjilied to tlie early planted. Corn con- 
tinues very irregular in growth. Some 
fielda are in excellent condition, while 
others arc going backward from want of 
sufiicient moisture. The lato crop is 
especially in need of rain. Paatnrea are 
very low except in certain localities, and 
stock water is getting scarce. Plowing 
has been suspended and no more can be 
done until general rains come. Irish 
potatoes, which are being dug, show up 
poorly, and will hardly be half a crop. 
An excellent crop of clover seed has 
been saved. Apples continue to fall. 

Eastern Section.— Rain would improve 
most crops in this section, yet corre- 
spondents do not compUdn much of the 
lack of moisture. In faot, aome say they 
have bud abundance of rain. Except 
where damage to tobacco waa canaed by 
hail, which in Rowan County stripped 
corn and beat tobacco to tbe ground, all 
crops are in very fair condition. Tobacco 
is at its best in tbe counties bordering 
upon the Ohio. Corn is also in good 
condition and prospects are favorable for 
tbe average yield. Millet is being cut 
and is an average crop. Plowing is pro- 
gressing. Pastures are yet green and 
gardens in good condition, Fruite are 
plentifal
